Poultry Congress Great Success 


Exceeded the Most Sanguine Expecta¬ 
tions Of Proa oters 
The Third World’s Poultry Congress 
which was held In Ottawa from July 
27 to August 1 was a greater success 
in every way than its most sanguine 
promoters expected. Forty-two 
countries sent delegates and tho live 
birds on exhibition totalled nearly 
10,000.

Japan's Seaweed Crop 


Smut Infected Feed 


Is Grown Especially For Food and 
Carefully Cultivated 

Japanese soldiers do not give 
much trouble to the Quartermaster’s 
Department. In the field they arc j 
capable of gc£at endurance on a diet 
of dried rice, dried fish, dried sea- [ 
weed, and pickled plums. The sea¬ 
weed is wrapped round the rice, as a 
“relish” to it. Given a tiny lire, a 
stewpan, and the rations mentioned, 
they are perfectly content, whatever 
the weather and however long the 
marches. 

Seaweed Is grown specially for food 
I purposes, being cultivated with as 
much caro as any other crop. After 
tho frequent the typhoon season, the women may 
be seen bearing great loads of young 
trees which hnvo been stripped of 
their leaves, though all tho small 
brunches are left intact. The&o are 
drawn into the weed on the shore, 
acres of brushy saplings being ar 
ranged in long, parallel rows where 
the tide ebbs over them twlco dally. 

Gradually, the green fern-llke weed 
collects on tho branches, and nourish¬ 
es there until the farmers harvest it. 
It is then carefully picked over and 
dried for future use.

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How Icebergs Are Destroyed 

Mehtod Of Using Thermite Is Found 
Highly Successful 

An iceberg of almost indescribable 
beauty, 500 feet long, with a hollow 
in the centre 90 feet in depth, having 
sides of porcelain white and contain¬ 
ing an emerald green lake 4 feet 
deep, was encountered by a recent 
Iceberg demolishing parly. 

Armed with ropes, ice picks, axes, 
drills, and canisters containing ther¬ 
mite, they were trying a highly suc¬ 
cessful method of destroying icebergs 
that endanger the trade routes of the 
North Atlantic. 

On landing, the party drill holes 
iuio tlie ice and insert tlie chemical 
charge, w hich is fired by fuses. Ther¬ 
mite develops tremendous lieat at a 
great rate, reaching as high as 5,000 
degrees Fahrenheit. In a few hours 
the largest iceberg cracks and disin¬ 
tegrates with a noise resembling an 
earthquake.
